United Htatcs conlrt not be regaidml ;i.s 
hariuj< uuy piupor iiitt^rcst in th»> mat- 
ter. Asitstuuds, the BritiHh govern 
awnt MiU inaiatf npon its absolute tirl)- 
and right to oocnpjF all of the territory 
to the eastward of the Schomberg lin(>, 
wliiU« profesNin.K a willingnewi to sub- 
mit to arbitration its olainis to the lamls 
lyiiiK ^vf.sr of I liaf line. Tliis was tlio 
iilTer made to Venezuela yt\irs a^o. and 
it lias not IxM ii iiioditii'd in any ni.spcftH 
since, notwuh :,tandin}< Mr. Bayards 
efforts. 

It lias bfen intiinatud tliat tlie l^nittd 
Stall's might ac<inire a rij^lit to inter- 
vene in beiialf of Venezuela by deelar- 
ing a proteetorate over tiiat country 
with the assfiir of i)et)ple, and be- 
liitid tliis suHj^'f^-' mil IS at least one of 
tint ^;reat luuujieaii pow ts wlui would 
b«' j<lad lo have its i-elatimis with the 
disturbed rMiintr'es of Soutli and ( 'en 
tral Ameriea i^laeed on a st.ible basis .so 
that it Diiylit look to some rhoroiixhlv

There lu-e iudicatioiis that the British 
foreigii oHice otiieiuls ai-e williug to dis- 
ooM this feature of the case with Mr. 
Bayard at length, and so the 'negotia- 
tions may drug uIouk for many months 
nuless a eoliisiou occuiS lietween tlie 
British and Venozuulau forces in the 
diiftuted tert-i:ni'y. or the new Miuiie 
aota Qomprtiiy loives uii issue by begin 
niiig operatious under the large oouces 
■ion it tuis obtained from Veueznela of 
lands in that Mection. 

It is uppax'eut that the progreiM of Mr. 
Bay.ird's etforts are being watched with 
iuieuse iut^vest bv all of the diplomatic 
representatives of tlie Honth uuil Oenlrul 
Aiueriean oouutrlea stationed iu Wash 
ington, for they realize that the issue 
may U< of vital importance to all of 
thein in the luture. Tliey liad expo(tted 
that tlie administration would be called 
upon to assume a detiiiit<> i>o.sitiou in re- 
spect to the extent it would })ermit the 
Enroiiean jxiwers to interfere in the af- 
fairs u1 t lie American ri'publics in flif 
m e.'it Sail Di)iuin can atfan , bat the 
Ilnited States was eiirtblod to avoid the 
issue ovvinki to concessions on the part 
of KiaiK'e remdtinj.? in an Americin 
cable rtdjusfinetit of her ditleroU(!es with 
the Uomiuicans. 

( >ne of thesi' diplomacies representa- 
tives, in si)ealciiig upon this subject, 
reinuriied tiiat ttm majoi-ity of the 
Kouthein repuL>l;cs were xtaKKerinK un 
der fi)ie'f;ii delits and were unable 
lon;{er to taei l i heir obliifutiuii-i. They 
could not ni<'et the iutei<'sr on these 
debts, iiiucli les> could they pay oft' the 
principal, owiiix to the terrible com 
merci.'d depression. Some of those 
count ries hud defaulted on their inter- 
est on foieign detjts, and iu otliers, 
notably Costa Kica, it was now propo.sed 
to repudiate at leasi half of the debt. 

The question confronting these coun- 
tries is whetlier the United States will 
stand by and permit the creditor nations 
of Europe to collect these debts by force. 
Meanwhile, to strengthen their claim 
for protection upon the Uuite<l .States, 
there is in progt-esa among the smaller 
and weaker republics a movement to 
entangle tlieir interests with our own, 
so as to make it a matter of deep con- 
cern to our people shoold any European 
power attauK tham. 

The ttrst indications of this, poiioy 
was seen in the cluini of Sun Dbiningo 
to exemption from the Fi-euoh damaud 
npon her n^vennes on the ground that 
these hud all bt^en fanned out to an 
Ajuei'ican ooriioratiou, which would be 
rained by compliuuoe with the French 
demand. Tlien there is the recent oon 
oession made to an Amerioan corpora- 
tion to Veuc/uela to force the United 
States into the issue between her and 
Givat Britain iiy motives of direct self- 
interest, and ill other countries there 
has been adopted a policy of fanning 
out to >iyn -icates certain privilege.s, 
such as the giu to import tobacco and 
opium and the ooUeotion of ooalom 
doties.

When the governirieiit 
tr')ops pursuing? them reaclie'l Datnaiiiaii 
all trace of the insurgents was lost. 

Tlie ^overmueut has learned that 
Kmique Oailazo has ai'ri\ ed at Tampa 
from New York. The auiii orita-s ai-e 
uneasy concerning the wlureulxaits of 
Antoneo Macceo, who sailed a short 
f ine ago from (Joloii with the intention 
of landing in Cuba. They prjfess y» 
to believe that the psitrol of the coast 
pi-eveiited him from buidiug, and that 
he WHS compelled to go ashore on one of 
the Baliaum islands. 

'ihe authorities in the Alatansas dis 
trict, which is but a short distance to 
tlie eastward of Havana, have cap 
tared on a cattle ratich a number of 
rifles and muciiettes, ^,000 cartridges 
aud 200 i-evolvera.

It 
was the only lamp burning ou the boat 
at the time, tlie elwtric lights having 
been turneil out. The buriuiiK oil fell 
among a lot of household goods. The 
hose was turned on in lesa than a min- 
ute but si'rved oiily to spread the flre 
more rapidly. The flames leaped to the 
cabin floor, communicating at onoe to 
the eugineroom and 00 tons of straw 
forward. The cabin was oonsamed in 
less than lOminates. 

All the passengers and crewmshed 
for\vard to the head of the boat, which 
was lying close to the bank. Miw. Mat- 
tie Midloy, colored, first chambermaid, 
from Cincinnati, rushed back to get 
some clothing. The flames had en- 
wrapped the cabin before she could get 
back, and she attempted to climb down 
a stationary stanoheon on the shore side 
near the wheel. In doing so she fell 
into the river and was drowned 40 feet 
from shore. Tlie body lias not lieeu re- 
covered. It is being dili.^'iitly searched 
for by the otiicers, wit li littie hold's of 
recovery, as the water i> very deep at 
this jioint.

The Fiscal Court has fixed upon Friday 

at 10 a. m. to consider the turnpike 
question. A prominent farmer and a 
big tax'payer asks the BoLurmr to lay 
before its readers his plan for setling the 
matter. He regards it just and equitable 
and doea not think it would prove bur- 
densome to the peoplaof the county. It 

in as follows ; 

" Provideil t!ie interests held in the 
Mason and Bracken, Maysville and Lex- 
in^rton, Maysville and Mt. Sterling, 
Maysville and Mt. Carmel and Mason 
and Lewis roada, exclusive of that owned 
by the State, county and city in these 
proper! ien, can be secured for a reason- 
able amount, say $tiO,0(X), so as to give 
the connty ownership of the roada within 
till' ciiiintx-, let the county litiy them, re- 
tain the gates thereoa, reduce the tolls 
to the rate prescril)ed by the act of the 
last l.«gislature, then apply the toll-' col- 
lected in keeping them in repair and in 
payment of the ptirchase money. When 
the cash price has been paid reduce the 
tolls to a rate just sufficient to keep the 
roada in irood unler. 

" The writer estimates the present toll 
receipts on these roads within jthe connty 
ti) he $lM,0<H) aiiiiiially. The tolls re- 
duced to the statutory rate as above 
provided would reduce the annual re- 
ceilits, perhap?, to about ?10,000. The 
anuual cos-t of keeping these roads in 
repair including $l,000for a Superintend- 
ent would not, in believe, exceed $7,000. 
This would leave a balance of $12,000, 
annually for payment of interest and re- 
duction of debt, which in ten years time 
or less would pay for the roadis. To ac- 
complish this we suggest that the county 
issue ten bonds of equal denominations 
maturing consecutively in one to ten 
years. If the receipts of tolls are iMt siif- 
ticient any year to meet the maturing 
bond, interest, and repaira the deficit 
should be made tip by a connty levy, 
but in believe the tolls would be sutii- 
cient. 

"The adoption of this plan would se- 
cure the desired reduction of tolls oa the 
roads mentioned, avoid heavy taxation 
and, perhaps, taxation altogettier, secure 
eijiial benefits to all, and within ten years 
give the county ownership of the prop- 
erties. By this time and, perliaps, 
sooner the county doubtless will he belted 
by an electric or Pteatn railway jrivinj; 
easy and rapid transit to and from the 
remotest parts of the county and adjacent' 
country. Maysville would reap far 
greater benefit by investing in an enter- 
prise of this kind than by paying out any 
thing for free travel. 

"This solution; of the problem we be- 
lieve would be more acceptable to the 
people, if it can be accomplished, than 
building and improving certain roads 
8u,,';;e8ted by 'Squire Bratuel and others, 
as the difference in the cost when his 
roads had been made as good as the 
aliove jirupertii's woiilil lie itimiaterial ; 
then the five roads named have the ad- 
vantage of location and wonld better 
an ! mo'i' generally accommodate the 
travel. If, however, the court should 
decide to make and improve the roads 
suggested by 'Squire Rramel we believe 
the best interests of the county will be 
served by erecting gates and collecting 
tolls sufficient to keep them in good 
order. 

"The objection to the plan 8tit:»:ested 
by Judge Wall seems to be that the 
connty would pay out annually about 
$5,000, iind aojuire no property ri^hta in 
the roads though this be kept up in- 
definitely, and within sixteen years, 
about, would have jiaid otit enouRh in 
rents to the companies to have purchased 
their properties. We reepeotiully sub- 
mit these sii(iij;eption8 to the considera- 
tion of the members of the Fiscal Court 
and ask them to consider them along 
with other plana which have been 
suggested, feeling assured that in their 
intelligence, and iutcgrity, and loyalty 
to the county's interests, that plan will 
be adopted bMt sulMerving the welfare 
of the people ."

Addition tl News of the Burning of the 
Fine Pittsburg Fackat Iron

Brief mention was made yesterday of 
the burning of the fine Pittsburg-Cincin- 
nati packet Iron <^)een.
